exclusively. The main idea is to get the prod- 
uct before the people—how, when, and where 


‘gsecarcely matters. 


From two bits to a threat, from a f omise 
to a-bank roll, every instrument that can be 
of effeet is used by the pluggers to induce, 
force, or persuade performers to advertise 
their goods by displaying them vocally, in- 
strumentally, or i any manner in which a 
song may be called to the attention of an 
ear that has 10 cepts with which to buy a

ters, music box operators, blind beggars who 
sing on desolate corfiers on frosty nights— 


all of them—are besieged and harangued and 


beset by the mosquito fleet of pluggers. 
That branch of the business is malodorous 
with the reek of penurious graft and worse.

In the 
war Mr. Baker finds time to say that the United 
States will do nothing for the future. 

For the consistency of a doctrine which pre- 
vailed with a calamity coming on, and which now 
prevails in the midst of calamity, it must be said 
that it is perfect. 

In such an atmosphere of hostility Senator 
Chamberlain will bring forward his bill for uni- 


ite present peril, if its future is to be different 
trum its past and happier than its present, a more 
insistent, straightforward, and aggressive public 
opinion than now exists will have to come to the 
rescue ot Chamberlain, his supporters, and his 
measures. 

Otherwise he and they will be swallowed and the 
permanent benefits which the United States might 
derive from its war agony and effort will be lost. 


LABOR AND THE WAR. 

H anything was obvious from the beginning of 
our war activity it was that nothing less than the 
maximum production of ships, munitions and sup- 
plies would suffice. It is axiomatic that the essen- 
tials of maximum production are labor and mate- 
rials; labor principally, as far as this country is 
concerned, because our material resources are al- 
most entirely adequate. :

settied at the outset if our war program was to be 
carried on without constant interruption and delay.

Similar wage 
scales prevail on the Pacific coast. Youngsters in 
their teens with only a few months training, says 
the editor of Sunset magazine, are credited with 
$20, $25, and $20 a week.

And in addition to this day by day restriction of 
production there are the strikes, of which it is said 
there have been 3,000 since the United States en- 
tered the war. As a great many of these strikes 
involved a complete cessation in the building of 
ships and the manufacture of munitions, it is hard- 
ly necessary to say they vitally interferred with our 
war preparations. : 

In England the government prohibited strikes, 
prohibited employers from “ stealing” each other's | 
men and provided for wage increases to keep step 
with increasing prices. In this way production 
was assured and discrimination in favor of a few 
specialized trades prevented.
